‘FOLGER’S STION CONDEMNED 


in Anticipating the Payment of Called Rounds with 
ebate of Interest. 


WASHINGTON, September 20.—There was a 
very great deal of comment among the treas- 
ury officials to day at the action of Secretary 
Folger vesterday in giving a dispatch to Act- 
ing-Secretary New, directing an anticipation 
of the payment of called bonds with rebate of 
interest at the rate of $5,000,000 per week un- 
til otherwise directed, assigning as the reason 
“the rate of mercantile paper is such that the 
sovernment should at once release the money 
from the treasury.’ The comment was the 
more conspicuous from the fact that an exan- 
ination of the stock reports shows that the 
effect of Folger’s order was only to bull the 
stock about two points foras many hours, 
when the market sagved off again. 

It is quite doubtful whether the secretary 
of the treasury is justified in making any 
more calls for bonds at the present time, irre- 
spective of amy relations which his order may 
have to Wall street. The available cash in 
balance inthe treasury is only about $141,- 
OHH 000, or it is something less than that. 
The 40 per cent which the treasury keeps in 
accordance with its custom, as a redemption 
reserve fund, amounts to $138,000,000, so that 
there is a very small margin above the usual 
surplus) to be used for any purpose.

BALTIMORE, September 29.—Fight of the 
nine tariff commissioners arrived here this | 
morning. A brief morning session was held, 
but no witnesses being present, a recess was 
taken until 2 o’clock, at which time the inter- 
ests of the manufacturers of chemicals and 
fertilizers containing sulphuric or muriatie 
acids were represented by R. W. S. Rasin, of 
Baltimore, He said that this interest was 


| one of the largest in the country. The inter- 


est was equally large in the south- 
ern and western staves. He 
read petitions asking the  com- 
missioners to make such recommendations as 
will: give to American manufacturers of sul- 
pburic and muriatic acids and agricultural 
fertilizers such protection as_ they are enti- 
tled to. They say that it does not stand to 
reason that American manufacturers, with 
their expensive plants, large capital und cost- 
ly skilled labor, can compete with a foreign 
article that costs the compounder of sulphu- 
ric chemicals nothing. It was a common 
thing for heavy goods to be impo.ted from 
England, and Germany at merely nominal 
treights,and the whole cargo had been Known 
to be imported in ballast, whilst such goods 


‘could not be shipped from Norfolk to Savan- 


nah at less than from $2.50 to 33 perton. The 
manufacture of these chemicals and fertilizers 
had grown to bea business ef great magni- 
tude. From ninety to one hundred millions 
of dollars being invested in itin Baltimore, 
Atianta, Charleston, New Orleans, Richmond 
and other cities. One-third of these invest- 
ments in Baltimere were now idle, while the 
import of European articles had increased 
in five years from 400 tons to 7d,- 


000 tons in. 1882, and consequently 


the price of sulphuric acid had fallen from 


one dollar and twenty-five cents per 100 


pounds (giving a fair living profit) to fifty-five 


cents (involving ruinous loss.) Some half 
dozen similar petitions, signed by the princi- 


pal manufacturers of chemicals and ferulizers, 
were presented by Messrs. Rasin, of Balti- 
more, Jackson, of New York, and Allen, of 
Philadelphia, the general suggestion being 
thataduty of 50 per cent. be imposed on 
foreign Cuemicais, and that Spanish pyrites, 


or suiphur ore, be admitted free of duty, It 


was stated, however, that as to the latter point 
thegé. was unanimity of sentiment among the 
chemieal manufacturers. Silas L. Loomis, 


of Fernandina, Ficrida, presented 


the claims of the manufacturers 


of palmetto fibre to protection under the 


tariff. He said that it had been found by ex- 
perience that the fibre made from palmetto 
eould be used in the making of matting, 
brushes, carpets, hats and cloths. He asked 
that paimetto and rattan and cocoa fibres that 


are now on the tree list be taxed at from one 


cent per 100 of raw material and to four cents 
When partially workec into rope or fibre. He 
used a machine by which a ton of ‘palmetto 
fibre was produced daily. It competed with 
jute, hemp, tampico and almost all of those 
foreign fibres coming from the palmetto 
family. 
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TRAWLING FOR TILE FISH, 


And Cutenting an Unnamed but Edible Species in Deep 


W ater. 
GLovcEsTER, Mass., September 29.—Captain 


Joseph W. Collins, of this city, arrived here 


last evening from an experimental trip in the 


suiack Josie Reeves, of New York, to the 
edge of the Gulf stream in search of tile fish 
in*the interest of the United States fish com- 


mission. The smack fished for three days 


over the ground where the fish have been 
found in the greatest abundance for the past 


three years, making two sets of trawls a day, 


covering fifty mules of territory, without tak- 


ingatile fish. The trip, however, resulted 
in the discovery of a new _ food fish, 
believed to be of great value, speci- 
mens of which were brought up on the 
trawls from a depth of about 120 fathoms, in 
latitude 40 degrees 2, longitude 71 degrees 2 
W The fish somewhat resembles sea bass, 
with specific differences, the under side being 
beautifully motiled with a delicate shade of

TALLADEGA. 


AN Mreawmisina TOWN OVER 
IN ABABAMA. 


Northeast Alabama Enthusiastic Over the Railways— 
The Stores of Coal and Iron in St. Clair and 
Taliadeg@ Counties—Coal Fields 150 
Miles Wide—Atlanta’s Interest. 


Special Correspondence oi The Constitution. 

TaLLaDEGA, September 27.—The recent pur- 
chase of right of way from Anniston to the 
river by the Georgia Pacific road, and the 
placing of contract forroad bed between these 
points bas created a little buzz in business 
circles. Some have been unwittingly skepti- 
cal, and only a few weeks ago, when we spoke 
of the Georgia Pacific crossing the Coosa, 
many shook their heads and offered liberal 
wages, pavable when the rich coal fields of 
Alabama should be opened by a direct line 
from Atlanta; but now, we are told, this con 
tract demands that the road shall be com- 
pleted for trains to the river by December 
3ist, which is something new. 

This is good news for the active and pro- 
gressive element of this population, but a few 
old fogies are ill at ease, lest they become un- 
settled in these progressive times; and some 
“know a thing or two,’’ and declare that the 
(reorgia Pacific never will be built ‘‘nowhow.”’ 
Pish! We are not given to gasconade and verily 
we do not sleep at noonday. Northeast Ala- 
bama is enthusiastic in appreciation of this 
progressive age, and it shall be seen that this 
people fail nut to indorse any enterprise 
which tends to the deve‘opment of their ma 
terial resources. In the counties of St. Clair 
and Talladega there are yreat stores of unde- 
veloped mineral lands,and we watch with 
active interest the prospect of every develop- 
ment. Let the enterprisirg gate city look to 
her own interest in ae opening of the great 
iron and coal region of Alabama and she will 
find a reciprocal interest on the part of north- 
east Alabama. It is no longer a question of 
speculation, but a positive fact that the Geor- 
gia Pacific wilt reach the river at an carly day. 
The contract is out for the road from Annis- 
ton to Coleman’s ferry, a distance of about 
twenty miles, and this places Talladega on 
the boom. For these are booming times, 
with the early prospect of a competing line 
and direct connection with Atlanta. It is 
seventy-nine miles from Atlanta to Anniston 
and from the latter place to Coleman’s ferry, 
Where the road will cross” the river, 
it is twenty iniles, making a _ to- 
tal distance of about one hundred 
miles from Atlanta to the Coosa river. Cole- 
man’s ferry is ten miles from Talladega, and 
the great question with Talladega is to build 
a road to connect with the Georgia Pacific at 
that point. A declaration has been filed at 
the state oe nt, by several enterprisin g 
citizens of Talladega, for the inc orporation of 
this line, under the name of Talladega and 
Coosa River railroad company, with a capital 
of one hundred thousand dollars. The ac- 
live interest manifested in this late enter- 
prise bespeaks an early consummation of the 
practical undertaking. It bas given Tallade- 
ga quite a boom, and the rapid development 
of the enterprise has interested other see- 
tions which feel indirectly concerned. The 
books of the company will be opened at an 
early day, and itis generally understood that 
a sufficient amount of stock will be = sub- 
scribed immediately to insure the early com- 
pledion of this undertaking. 

Upon the examination of a map of Ala- 
bama it will be found that Talladega is situ- 
ate in one of the most healthful sections of 
the state, on East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, eighty-seven miles from 
Rome and one hundred and ten miles 
from Selma. It has: an uncommonly good 
record in commercial reports, and whilst it 
cun voast of neither extensive manufacturing 
interests nor a large amount of working c aupl- 
tal, it properly claims an energetic and wide 
awake people. Having experienced no Spus- 
modic development, the stable condition of 
the town is manifest. Talladega can offerthe 
most flattering: inducements to enterprising 
cauplitulis!s. Located in one of the most at- 
tractive valleys of the state, it is surrounded 
by the most extensive and valuable mineral 
districts remaining undeveloped in the gulf 
states. Touching the picturesque landscapes 
and sublime mountainous scenery of this 
section, an infinite deal might be said; but it 
peing owr purpose to deal with a practic al 
question, under the light of a new enterprise, 
we digress from the poetry of our place and 
present the more important issue. 

NICH FIELDS 

Talladega and her tributaries represent the 
most Important material resources of Ala- 
bama, The mineral region of the state lies in 
the northeastern portion. The chief minerals 
are coal and iron, which have been found 
to be the most profitable for 
the manipulation of southern cap 
ital, The coal fields of Coosa valley, Tal- 
ladega and St. Clair counties cover over one 
hundred and fifty square miles. The coal is 
bituminous, of exceilent quality, and is found 
in veins from one to ten feet thick, and it 
has been estimated by our state geologist that 
the supply of this section is relatively inex- 
haustible The iron ore 1s nearly coequal 
with the coal fields.

AN ENTERPRISING TOWN OVER 
| IN ABABAMA,. 


Northeast Alabama Enthusiastic Overthe Railways— 
The Stores of Coal and Iron in 8t. Clair and 
Taliedeg@ Counties—Coel Fields 150 
Miles Wide—Atlanta’s Interest. 


Special Correspondence oi The Constitution. 
TaLLapeGa, September 27.—The recent pur- 
chase of right of way from Anniston to the 
river by the Georgia Pacific road, and the 
placing of contract forroad bed between these 
points bas created a little buzz in business 
circles. Some have been unwittingly skepti- 
cal, and only a few weeks ago, when we spoke 
of the Georgia Pacific crossing the Coosa, 
many shook their heads and offered liberal 
wages, pavable when the rich coal fields of 
Alabama should be opened by a direct line 
from Atlanta; but now, we are told, this con 


tract demands that the road shall be com- 
pleted fr trainsto the river-by December 
sist, which is something new. 

This is good news for the active and pre- 
gressive element of this population, but a few 
old fogies are ill at ease, lest they become un- 
settled in these progressive times; and some 
“know athing or two,”’ and declare that the 
Georgia Pacific never will be built ‘‘nowhow.”’ 
Pish! We are not given to gasconade and verily 
we do not sleep at noonday. Northeast Ala- 
bama is enthusiastic in appreciation of this 
progressive age, and it shall be seen that this 
people fail nut to indorse any enterprise 
which tends to the deve‘opment of their ma 
terial resources. In the counties of St. Clair 
and Talladega there are yreat stores of unde- 
veloped mineral lands, and we watch with 
active interest the prospect of every develop- 
ment, Let the enterprisirg gate city look to 
her own interest in - opening of the great 
iron and coal! region of Alabama and she will 
find a reciprocal interest on the part of north- 
east Alabama. It is no longer a question of 
speculation, but a positive fact that the Geor- 
gia Pacific will reach the river at an carly day. 
The contract is out for the road from Annis- 
ton to Coleman’s ferry, a distance of about 
twenty miles, and this places Talladega on 
the boom.

A declaration has been filed at 
the state department, by severai enterprisin g 
citizens of Talladega, for the inc orporation of 
this line, under the name of Talladega and 
Cuosa River railroad company, with a capital 
of one hundred thousand dollars. . The ac- 
tive interest manifested in this late enter- 
prise bespeaks an early consummation of the 
practical undertaking. It has given Tallade- 
ga quite a boom, and the rapid development 
of the enterprise has interested other seec- 
tions which feel indireetly concerned. The 
books of the company will be opened at an 
early day, and itis generally understood that 
a sufficient amount of stock. will be = sub- 
scribed immediately to insure the early com- 
pledon of this undertaking. 

Upon the examination of a miap of Ala- 
bama it will be found that Talladega is situ- 
ate in one of the most healthful sections of 
the state, on East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railroad, eighty-seven miles from 
Rome and one hundred and ten miles 
from Selma.
